Possessor of a B.A. degree 
in psychology from Houston's 
University of St. Thomas, Welu 
also is an accomplished speak­ 
er and bowling writer.

The tall Texan, with 13 per­ 
fect games to his credit, has 
an all-lime series high of 833 
that came in a Los Angeles ex­ 
hibition on games of 300, 267 
and 266.

The fact that Billy is a valu­ 
able team man is borne out by 
his efforts in major tourna­ 
ments.

The climax of the 1958-59 
bowling season was one that 
Glenn Richard Allison should 
remember a long time. It was 
while Glenn was putting the 
fininshing touches on a re­ 
markable 221 average   third 
highest in the history of Chi­ 
cago bowling annals   that he 
decided to sign up with the St. 
Louis Kalstaffs.

King of Chicago bowlers for 
the 1957-58 season, Allison 
proved his right to be on the 
throne by his efforts last, May 
1, the final night of the Chi­ 
cago All-Star League campaign 
at Faclz-Niesen Bowl. He knew 
that he needed a 691 series to 
finish the season with a 221 
average. He rolled 700 on the 
nose, giving him 221 with a 
nine-pin carry-over. This mark 
ranks elose behind Joe Wil- 
man's all-time Chicago high of 
223 set in the Berwyn Major 
League in 1951 and Bill Len- 
zen's 222 recorded in the (-'las­ 
sie League back in 1933.
